After a frantie fcwo»week search e 
issue #7 was printed at a 5*J# 
increase • Rather than raise my sub 
rates (they are already higher 
than most) I decided to invest in 
a ditto machine. This new format 
will allow me to publish every 
three weeks f issue #10 will come 
out three weeks after #9c Those 
games with Canadian players will 
probably still be run on monthly 
deadlines . More about this later. 

The postcard notification of 
Winter builds has been a huge flop, 
1975XV was the only game in which 
it worked. The biggest problem^ 
apparently e is the slower mail 
service between the United States 
and Canada, In 1976F, I decided to 
extend the deadline when the 
Canadian player missed his builds. 
In 1976G, I had to replace one of 
the players whose sub had run out 
(he later resubscribed and is still 
in the game) and felt that more time 
was neede for negotiations . In 1976V 
a post office nix-up and a player's 
request for an extension were the 
reasons for the mix-up in the dead*- 
lines. Also in that game I incorrect- 
ly accepted two builds from Turkey 
who was only entitled to one. 
Finally , in 1976BT 8 both the Canadian 
players in the game missed the turn s 
leading me to beleive the fault lay 
with the postal service and not 
the players*
